Tun disaster. suffered by the Japanese 
near Talienwan on Saturday, as announced 
in our Kobe correspondent’s telegram and 
confirmed, by the Japanese Conuul's des- 
patch, is the geverost blow to the Japanese 
ficet during more than three mouths of 
warfare. No damage has been inflicted by 
the Russians at all equivalent to the sinking 
of the Miyako while destroying Russian 
mines. Though the loss of life was ‘little 
—the ‘total casualties were eight--much 
sympathy will be felt, with Japan on the 
\ sinking ofa modern and rapid, if small, 
eruiser, The incident well illustrates the 


enduring menace of submarine mines, even |. - 


when their position is more or less. known, 
as must have beon the case on Saturday; 
- for the Japanese flotilla successfully found 
and destroyed five mines in’ all, though 
under the fire of a Russian battery. The 
catustrophe serves to remind us of. what 
appears to be a grave danger to neutrals 
in northern waters. We are told that: the 
Russians have evacuated Newchwang, taking 
away their guns, but Jeaving the mines ia 
the Liao River. We have no indication 
whether the Japanese intend to occupy 
Newchwang or not: If they do, of course 
they will find it"incumbent to explode the 
mines, But if they do not take the town, 
leaving it to ravert to its proper position 
under Chineso contro], we may well ask 
who is going to undertake the duly of 
rendering the river mouth safe for shipping. 
Tf this is fot done, we shall eo disasters 
‘overtaking merchantmen through touching 
hidden mines, and possibly serious loss of 
life and property. On land order will have 
to be maintained either by some of Viceroy 
Yuan Suu-Kar's troops, or possibly by 


‘from the Liaotung peninsula, 


security against the mites abandoned by 
the Russians, 

The general situation has been slowly 
but.very markedly changing’since the battle 
of the Yalu was fought. The exact point 
which the advancing Japanese have reached 
is not known at the present moment, but 
jelegrams received in Shanghai last week 
indicated that the Russians expected the 
enemy near Uaicheng very shortly, and 
indeed’ that their abandonment of New- 
ehwang und its neighbourhood was prompt- 
ed by the dread of being cut off The two 
Japanese armies seem now to be acting in 
‘unison, the First pressing on from Fong- 
hwangcheny through the Motienling region, 
and the Second advancing up the Man- 
churian railway to Tashihchiao, the jiaction {4 
of the lines to Port Arthur and New- 
‘chwang. The next battle may be expected 
to take place ut Haicheng, unless a retreat 
to Liaoyaug rather be thought advisable in 
view of the danger of an outflanking move- 
ment by the Japaneso, First Army. Fartber 
south there is no longer any doubt’ of the 
investment of Port Arthur being complete, 
mid. though the Russians havé not yet 
admitted that the fleet there: is actually 
“bottled up” it is to be noticed that not 
sign of its existence has heen givea since 
the last Japanese attempt to close the har- 
bour mouth, Admiral Toso reported last 
weok that explosions were continually being 
heard from Port Arthur, from which it bas 
been thought that the Russians are destroy- 
ing,the remains of their imprisoned fleet, 
As for Dalny, it is said to have been com- 
pletely wrecked by the Russians, to prevent 
it being of use to Japan, If Port Arthur's 


full becomes inevitable, the same policy 


will most, likely be adopted by its 
dexperate defenders, and the last trace 
of Russian occupation will then be remaved 
Meanwhile, 
from the other side of the scene of war, on 
the castern const of Corea, all iy curiously 
still, The Vladivostock squadron -has 
retired from view to its basa, and as to what 
the Japanese aro doing or planning in the 
neighbourhs0d no news has come. to hand 
for many days, The Western operations 
apparently. engross all Japan’s attention, 
We say “apparently,” for the development 
of tho. Japanese. scheme of war bas bean ao 
skilfully secret that it would be most foolish 


to make any definite assertion as to where a 
blow will next he struck, 


A full report of the lisoussion which took 
place yesterday in the Legislative Council on 
the socoud reading of the Opiua Bill will 
wppeur to-morrow.

Kwok Liu Shing, master of the steam-lwunch 
Lai Wo, was charged with failing to observe 


the rule of the rond, thereby occasioning: o 


collision with H.MLS, Mart. . 

Sub-Lieut. Gardiner, R.N.R., serving on 
FLM.S. Hort, in giving evidence said that at 
about 2.30 p.m. on the 16th inst. he wos on the 
bridge of the Hart, the second vessel of aline of 
three torpodo-dostroyers. Coming into the 
harbour from west.to east he observed o steam- 


‘Jaunch on the port bow crossing from port to} 


starboard at about right-angles to the Hart's, 
course, The Hart was kept on her course: 
until they say that o - cullision was 
inevitable, when the engines were put to full 
speed astern. The Jounch satrack the Hart on 
the port bow, about 30 feet from the stem.. He 
did not seo the launch until she was somo 300 
_yards off, as she was obscured by Messrs. But- 
torfield and Swire's ship Shanst. . 

During the'time the lannch was in sight she 
held her course and never attempted to givo 
way. The fore part of the Jauuch was very 
crowded with passengers, gnd un awning os well 
made it impossible for him to see if anyone was 
at tho wheel. 

No whistles were blown by either vessel. 

He did not think it necassary to use a whistle, 
as he was right'in keeping to his course. The 
Hart was steaming rather less thin 12 knots, 
the fall speed heing 20 knots. There was no 
regulation in foree for their ships to reduce 
their speed in the harbour. The destroyer hee 
beon considerably, damaged. A collision-mat 
waa promptly’ put over the hole made, They 
did not know at the time: that,there hed beon 
any lose of lifo. After clearing the Hart 
steamed to her buoy. : 

Lam ‘Kwong, sailor on board the Lai Wo, 
said he was on deck ut the time. He observed 
tho dostroyer [witness exp.uined with models] 
on the starboard bow, He was standing on 
the starboard sido of the Jaunch and heard tho 
coxswain give orders to slow down, tho destroyer 
then being ubout 70 yards away. 

The master of the launch, in giving evidence, 
said that when he collided he heard that someone 
had fallen overboard, end ordored a life-bucy to 
be thrown overboard. He remained about ten 


minutos before proceeding, and without seoing 
anything of the body. is : 
‘After further evidence the case.was romanded 
for three days in ordox to obtain‘ more evidence, 
and for the recovory, if possible, of the body.

AFRICA. °

Mr, Edmund Cousins, in the course of a 
lotter to the Tinea, says, that in common with 
nearly ell old China hands, he finds it difficult 
to account for the attitude prevailing in many 
quarters towards the quostion of indentured 
.Chiness lahour for South Africa, He states in 
the course of hin Jotter :— 

As regards this Chiness Inhour question T am 
forced to tho conclusion that party capital is 
tho mainspring of the rocent agitation. Tam 
nota party politician; on the contrary, I value 
trath and honesty in publie as in private affairs, 
‘and I do not doubt iat if tho fucts aro clearly 
understood much of the honest opposition to 
Chineso labour will disappear, To begin with; 
I prozume my countrymen are aware that we 
English huve waged gnecessive wars since 1842 
with China to compo! hor to open her country 
to our missionaries and our trade, What wo 
claim from the Chinamun wo cannot refuse to 
him:’ Thora is therefore no logical possibility 
of excluding a Chinoman from these‘islands or 
from a British Crown Colony. If, therefore, 
anindoritured Chinese went to the Transvanl, 
wo could not, in common decency, interfere with 
them so long as they oboyed tho laws. In for- 
cing ourselves on the unwilling Chinese for the 

ast sixty’ yeard we have cub the ground of 
exitimate objection from undor our feet. This, 
point, which appyara to mo ‘to dispose of the 
argument as to displacing white labour, does 
nat’ appear to he fully recognised. do not 
hoaitate to. say that the moral and mate- 
rial condition of.those Chineso who accept ser- 
vice in South Africa‘ will be immeasurably 
raived us tho result, An absurd improssion 
appears to erist that to work unter contract 
lowers the dignity of tho worker and savours of 
slavery. If this is so thousands of slaves leave 
these Hhores every year; for the Engliah com- 
mercial houses ‘in India and Chins and the 
Colonies are manned by young corks sent out, 
unier a threo or five years’ agreement fur less 
favourable to the worker than the Chinose 
indenture, A condition which seems to exercise 
the imagination of many orators is the “ com- 
pound,” or “cage.” in which the Chinaman is 
supposed to be imprisoned. The term’ “treaty 
port” is to he seen any day now in the newa- 
papers. Is it roalised, I wonder, that the treat 

tt is tho “compound,” or “cago,” in which 
the British trader is confined in China? It ix so 
in fact, The treaty port of Tientsin, in which 


1-7 resided for many years, covered until recontly 


80 neres., Side by side witha cortuin amount 
of opinion which is honestly hostile, I cannot 
help thinking that there is in some quarters on 
unworthy desire that the Transvaal may not he 
rosperous. Tt may be a measure of tho resent. 
mont feltatthe sobriquet, “ Little Euglunders,” 
but, at any rate, there would seom to be a desire 
to justify the proghostications of calamity for 
the Transvaal. ‘Chis anxiety to say, “I told 
you so,” and a root and brunch dislike of the 


mining industry appear to. stand in -the way. of 


impartial judgment on this Chineso labour 
quostion, ‘Chat mine-owners will be incidentally 
enriched appears to he no argument against the 
Proposal, and the prosperity of the mining 
industry in the Transyaal, upon which all our 
prosperity there depends, is of more concern to 
the nation than the fulfilment of the prophecies 
of even the most eminent politicians.

+ THE COMING BEVENUM LAW. 

What tho ultimate form of the proposed new 
rovenne law will be when-it.comes up for 
passage it iy hard to conjenture, but that there 
will bo some modifications it is nafé to assume 
in view of tho sirong protests that have been 
entered from overy interested quarter. Novor- 
theless tho Insalar Government has undoabtedly 
determined upon the logislation of the’ measure 
in project in one form or another, as indicated 
by the tone of ‘official expressions. Interest in 

the bill is paramonut:hore, affecting as it does 
local commerce, industries, business, manufac: 
tures, occupations, corporations, banking, cpn- 
cessiona, and forest and mineral products, It 
has been pending for o matter of three years, 
but although undor constant cousideration by 
tho legislative body has been apparently lost 
sightof by the public. The bill was introduced for 
public discussion last month, and brought to the 
floor of the Bession Room an array of protestants 
: represonting all of the chief interosts involved. 
UPRIGHT PIANOS Owing to want of time, being on the eve of 
_ | departure for the summer capital in Benguet, 
to and the long list of claimants for a hearing, tho 
BY Commission sot a poriod for the filing of 
written protests, to be fully considered in due 
season. ‘This poried elapsed yesterday, and was 
marked by the submittal to the Government, of 
tho most considerable objection yet offored, in 
the forin of 8 voluminous petition against the 
measure in-its presont form from a committos 
composed of the presidents of the five Chambers 
of Commerce. 

Of course it isto be expected that any now

Proposed taxation is 
vory rarely without an accompanying storm of 
opposition, While in the present case the 
Government, in the parson of ity Finance 
Secretary, has virtially promised that the new 
taxation shall ultimately supplant the present 
source of revenue, which ix derived almost | 
altogether from the Customs imposte, the classes 
concerned do not seem to see any carly 
prospect of such substitution, and to rogard the 
outlook as rathor for increased taxes. The
